Applicant's amendment after final has been considered and following advisory action is 
issued. The newly proposed amendment mailed on 2/19/2004 will not be entered, since it 
contains new claim. New claim contains limitation that has not been given its due examination 
on the merits. 

Proposed amendment to the previously presented claims will also not present the 
application in condition for allowance since limitation of claim 9 that is now incorporated into 
claim 1 was rejected by the combination of the prior art of record. 

Newly presented claim 1 also contains new limitation of chromatography analysis, 
wherein the applicants have only support for GPC, not any type of chromatography. It is 
therefore viewed as a new matter. 

With respect to the applicant's remark regarding 87% vinyl content, it is a percentage of 
vinyl in the rubber of example H, based on the total molecular weight. It was calculated for 39.2 
content of vinyl where Mw of 45 is normalized to 100%, since total of vinyl and styrene has to 
add up to 100%. 

The applicants have also stated that the example H of the prior art is comparative 
example and that it has nothing to do with the present invention. 
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With respect to the above argument, in 103 rejections, comparative examples can also be 
utilized against pending claims. 

In order for the amendment to be entered, the applicants can file for an RCE. The newly 
added claim will then be fully considered.
